The training of the role* Is a ques- 


tion of gymnastics—even of path- 
ology. Hays a well-known singer. The 
development of the vocal cords Is an 
much a matter of gymnastics »« tho 
development of the arm or the leg or 
any muscle of the body. It would lx> 
impossible to give lit detail a method 
that 'would fit all cases. You might 
as well try to train a painter by cor- 
respondence or expect a great doctor 
to treat and cure, an Illness without 
having ever see'n the patient. The 
method of training must he modified 
in its application to each case. It 
must be adapted to special conforma- 
tions in the individual. 


But there are eternally true and Im- 


portant principles that must be ob- 
served in the training of the voice. 
I have seen them tried since my child- 
hood iu my mother's work. Through 
them I have heard small voices in- 
creased ugly voices made agreeable, 
broken voices saved, fine voices made 
marvellous and all trained to «lng for- 
ever—unless some great illness rend- 
ered the singer entirely incapable. 


What are the main rules that must 


be observed. First there Is the emis- 
sion of the sound. This must be by a 
precise but not shocked way of clos- 
ing the vocal cords—what we call the 
attack of a single note. The sound 
must be definite, but not abrupt in its 
utterance. 


In the second place there must be 


diaphragmatic 
breathing. The 
girl 


must breathe from the diaphragm. 
There 
is> breathing from the upper 
part of the lungs, there is lateral 
breathing and there is diaphragmatic 
breathing. In the last method a full 
breath is taken, the diaphragm is 
pressed down and all parts of the 
lungs are inflated and the air is emit- 
ted in a full, firm column. The proper 
method of breathing is one of the very 
lirst things a girl must master. 


A third important point is the train- 


Ing of the three registers in a woman's 
voice except in the c:is" of contraltos, 
in which the third or upper register 
sometimes has riot to be employed at 
all. 


Nasal sounds must be avoided In 


singing. So must guttural bounds as 
well. 


A girl must never practice one 


register or some notes separately. 
This does not give uniform and proper 
development. She must never work 
quickly, but all work must be done 
slowly and with a full voice. The ex- 
ercises In this respect must be ex- 
actly like CMM-V oilier muscular exer- 
no effort. The thing desired Is to get 
n happy medium. 


The pupil must not work much at a 


time. She must nt lirPt work by min- 
utes, gradually increasing the time, 
but never singing more than half an 
hour a day with the 
full voice. 


Everything that can be done to im- 
prove can lie done in half an hour's 
practice. Anything more merely tires, 
and a tired muscle never Improves. 


Alwa>s work with a full voice. 


Never hum and never shout. 


The musical part of the worn should 


be with the brain only. ISever study 
a piece of music with the 
"voice. 


Study it with the mind only until you 
know it thoroughly, then apply the 
voice, and always the full voice. 


Remember that the voice is not a 


wooden box. like a piano, but a mar- 
vellous instrument created by (lod, of 
our own flesh aud blood, of tho es- 
sence of our brain aud heart, and that 
with it we can ht>M give expression to 
the feeliuc1* of the soul.

circumstances. We bad this fine farm 
here. We had spent a great deal of 
money In fitting It up. Col. Pepper 
was very busy with the business af- 
fairs of his distillery, aud 1 told him

1 found Hint the 
average stock wat«T at our farm camo 
from surface drainage and was, there- 
fore, more or lesh Impregnated with 
organic matter. 1 nrgued that horses 
to bo healthy should have just as good 
and just as pure water as human 
beings, so 1 decided to drill uu artes- 
ian well. 


"At n, depth of 200 feet wo struck 


an abundant supply of tho finest kind 
of water. 1 have had it analyzed and 
it shows the presence of lime, mag- 
nesia and iron—three constituents es- 
sential to the building up of bone and 
healthy muscle and tissue. I believe 
this excellent water had a groat deal 
to do with the high class snovui by 
my colts and tllllos last year, and 1C 
the stable 1 send out this year keeps 
up the reputation of Meadowthorpo I 
will be positive that tho water did it. 
Another tiling which, I think, haa 
much to do with the quality of our 
horses is tho way we handle them. 
We do not do any forcing. 


"When we finish the morning work 


of the two-year-olds wo allow them to 
cool out carefully and then we turn 
ihem out \o romp in the blue grass. 
They run and jump and seem to en- 
joy tho freedom of the pastures. Be- 
fore 1 adopted this natural mode of 
caring for young horses our veterin- 
ary 1)111 was enormous. Some one of 
the colts was sick all tho time. The 
young things hau distempers, fevers, 
and everything else. Since 1 adopted 
the natural method, as 1 call it, we 
have 
had practically 
no sickness 


among the horses, and they seem to be 
much healthier, and capable of stand- 
ing all kinds of weather without in- 
Jury. 


"I name ml my own colts and till.es. 


I trj to give them names suitaine to 
their breeding, althc ugh I do nut be- 
lieve in stretching a point In order to 
combine the name of sire or dnm." 


Mrs. Pepper's winnings last year 


were about $,'0,000 in stakes and 
purses, and she sold her horses In 
training for $32,000.

Economizing Space. 


A woman who investigated how the

Use a moderately 
hard toothbnisb, and every morning 
after breakfast and before going to 
bed thoroughly cleanse the teeth out- 
side and Inside with soft water and 
a good powder. Rinse the mouth out 
also after every meal. Do not use 
dentifrices that contain acids, as 
they 
quickly destroy the enamel. 


Charcoal powder is good and acts as 
a deodorizer as well as whitening the 
teeth; moreover, if cleans them with- 
out injuring the enamel. The follow- 
ing is an excellent recipe which would 
be well to have mode up, for It not 
only cleanses the 'teeth, but takes 
away any offensive taste or smell In 
the mouth: Two ounces of arcca nut* 
(raw) pounded, nve ounces of prepar- 
ed are*a nuts* charcoal. Perfume 
with a few drops of essence of violets 
or any other scent you prefer. Tho 
soft Inner portion only of the cuttle- 
fish hone should be used, as the hard, 
fleshy shell removes the enamel.

Tbe Early Arrival of the Olympla 


Mot to Interfere With the OrlgU 
•Hi Plant for the Reception—Of- 
fielally Welcomed by Mayor-Ad- 
miral Dew«y Talks. 
New York, Sept. 27.-WhlIe the ar- 


rival of Admiral Uewey wa» two day* 
ahead of schedule tliue, the genera) 
plans of the various committees have 
not bceu materially Interfered with in 
consequence. The only matter requir- 
ing specific change was the welcoming 
of the Admiral hy Mayor Van Wyck. 


The Olyuipla was lying at anchor ofl 


Tompklnavllle, Statcn Island, when the 
Mayor and a portion of. the reception 
committee boarded her and found Ad- 
miral Dewey in the best of health and 
spirits. After pleasant greetings had 
been passed between the visitors and 
the hero of Manila Bay. Mayor Van 
Wyck officially informed the Admiral 
of the several features of the program 
that have been arranged for his en- 
tertainment and reception, and that 
the people of Greater New York ex- 
tended to him the hand of hospitality, 
their hearty good'wishes and'a royal 
welcome. The Admiral paid that any 
arrangements the committees had do- 
elded upon were entirely satisfactory 
to him, and urged that in as much as 
he was a little ahend of time in arriv- 
ing in New York harbor, that none of 
the original plans for the celebratlou 
Bhould he changed. He said he should 
consider himself in the hands of Ncvr 
York people for the balance of the 
week and that they are at liberty to do 
with him as they see fit, and their 
movvinents will receive his sanction. 


Admiral Pcwey was visibly affected 


by Mayor Van Wyek's remarks and 
•aid that he was not much of a speech- 
maker—never made a public speech in 
his life, and at this time felt that he 
had not command of language suffi- 
cient to express his grateful apprecia- 
tion of the magnificent welcome pro- 
pared for him upon his return to h'.a 
Dative land. He said he could not un- 
derstand that lie deserved so much at- 
tention, but for once, at least would be 
obliged to bow in humble submission 
to the wishes of the majority. 


Previous to Mayor Van Wyck's visit 


to Admiral Dewey, Hon. Chauncey M. 
Denew. Richard Orokor. Nt. (Jlalr Mc- 
Kelway and William McAdoo, of the 
reception Committee, called and ten- 
dered the Admiral the freedom of the 
city, and after a pleasant chat boarded 
the police boat I'atrol and returned to 
New York. 


Atlantic Highlands, N. J., Sept. 27.-— 


Admiral Dewey was soon on his tlug- 
«hip, the Olympia, as she lay at anchor 
«t the southwest spit. He was busy 
writing letters in his cabin, the brooch 
of an 8-iuch gnu at his elbow, when 
the visitors to the flagship boarded. 
Ho made his appearance in a few min- 
utes on the fpiarter-deek drowned in the 
fatigue uniform of un Admiral, nnd his 
elastic Htep showed that ho was far 
from the phyHlo.nl wreck.tlu* American 
people have pictured recently to them- 
selves. Ills dog Bob, a Filipino dog, 
of broA|rn furry coat was at his heels. 
The Admiral politely but 
firmly re- 


fused to talk at length upon nuy of 
the mnuy important questions upon 
which the people of the United Htnies 
have learned to regard him ns an 
authority. 


He emphatically expressed his abso- 


lute contldence in tho ability of the 
United States to settle the question of 
the Philippines, and as emphatically 
declined, even with n show of irrita- 
tion, to talk about the attitude of Ad- 
mlrnl Piederlchs at Manila. He denied 
that the Filipinos were capable of run- 
ning their own government. He spoke 
in a sanguine way of his health. Agul- 
naldo he stamped as a figurehead. 


Ho explained the reason for the ar- 


rival of the Olympia at Sandy Hook 
two days ahead of the expected time. 


"We are in the habit of arriving in 


time, aud haven't missed a place yet. 
Fortune was with us on the run from 
Gibraltar. When we weighed anchor 
there a week ago last Saturday after- 
noon, I determined to make an allow- 
ance for at least one of tbe storms that 
a sailor must expect on the southerly 
Course at this season of the year. So 
we shaped our course with three days' 
allowance for delays. The winds this 
week favored a quick run. and as we 
met flo storms of any consequence we 
found ourselves at home two days 
ahead of time. 


"1 knew that the people expected us, 


and rather than urn the risk of fail- 
Ing afoul of the plans that they have 
so generously made for our reception, 
I thought It was best to be on the safe 
side. And then we are not In tho city 
or at Tompkinsville. either, so that I 
do not anticipate that tbe earliness of 
our arrival will cause any complication 
whatever. I suppose we must now 
surrender ourselves to the mercies of 
the American people." 


In answer to a question regarding 


the situation in the Philippines, Ad- 
miral Dewey wheeled half-way round 
on his heel and said briskly: "There 
are a good many questions on which 
I may be expected to talk, but I will 
have to defer to a great extent my 
opinions until I hare reported to Wash- 
ington. 
"[ shall go there on Tuesday, and I 


cannot say how long my stay at the 
capital will be. I have many intimate 
fridndx there, and so long as the Gov- 
ernment sees fit to keep me there I 
•hall stay. AH to the Philippine*. I 
am no talker: never was. I have often 
wished that I rould talk, but I never 
mode a speech, and I'm too old to learn 
thoJe tricks. You know as much about 
Mie Philippines as I- do. Any Intelli- 
gent American clti7.cn who has follow- 
ed with the right Interest what has 
happened there *lnoe we whipped the 
Spanish fleet know* a* much of that 
problem as 1 or any, man aboardnhlp. 


"Ever since I left the Islands I bare 


read everything bearing upon the Isl- 
ands and what has transpired there 
since we left that I could obtain. At 
the time I left I mid that the Insur- 
gents were on their last tots'. It's got 
to come, they can't stop it. They can't 
hold out against the Army and Navy. 
I belltfre ton that they would bt no 
•bte to stcur* tlM.Mnuaad 


w«fe war, but 1 have learned through 
tb* newspaper* iluee that they haw 
recelevd the necewwry supplies. Thai 
rou*t be stopped, and the Iu*urg«'iit» 
will then be of little strength. They 
•re good soldier*, splendid ones, aud 
their |K>werx ol endurance are ivumrk- 
able." 


"Do you consider that the Filipinos 


are yet capable of self-govern meat, at 
least enough so to allow of the with* 
drawil of American forces?' 


"No, they are rot, but in lime they 


will tie. It Is bound to come out right. 
Bound to," replied Admiral Dewey, de- 
cisively. 


"I will say this much, though, for 


the Filipinos. They are more capable 
of governing themselves than the Cu- 
bans are." 


"Some of them I doubt not, are now 


capable of administrating affairs, but 
the great majority of them have the 
crudest ideas of an honest and efficient 
government. Their greatest fault is 
this: They don't know the meaning of 
the word 'honesty.' Of course, like all 
Malays who have had educational ad- 
vantages they are wonderfully capa- 
ble of Imltathe construction and are 
admirable artisans when trained." 


At this point Admiral Dewey wan 


asked what he thought of the mention 
of his name for the Presidency. The 
gallant seaman braced his shoulders, 
thrust out his right hand expressively 
and laushed good naturedly before he 
replied: 


"They don't know me." 
''Gen. Joe Wheeler has been mention- 


ed as your running mote," 


"Well, well. Is that true? A fine 


mess we two would make of It. The 
army and navy. That's too good, real- 
ly, to be true. You know the old say- 
ing, 'Once a soldier always a soldier.' 
That rovers Wheeler's case. 


"Then it is once an Admiral, always 


an Admiral,'' was suggested. 
"Yes, that coverst my case," laughed 


Dewey. 


"But the change would be only to an- 


other craft, the ship of State," was 
said. 


"Too much of a change, too much," 


replied Dewey. "Now. Wheeler has 
had some political training in his life, 
but lor me, m> sou, I Know ns much 
about politics us Bob here," said the 
Admiral, stooping to stroke the dog's 
head and dismissing the subject with 
oi)e ot his expressive gestures. Then 
he straightened up stlflly. "Orderly, go 
In my room and iro-t that* picture of 
Gen. Luna," he .said suddenly. "Luna." 
he resumed, was killed by Agulnaldo's 
orderly while I was on my way back 
to the'United States. The orderly was 
an expert swordsman and when Luna 
attempted to brush past him after the 
orderly had refuted to let him pass, 
Luna was killed. 


"He was one of Agulnoldo's best gen- 


erals 
Pntfruo. 1 should say. is the 


ablest of them now. Agulnaldo Is 
nothing but n figurehead. He N only 
of average intelligence and ability. 
The bin ins are back of him. In Manila 
ho is held at his true worth, aud there 
they know who is responsible for what 
successes. If any. that have attended 
the efforts of the Filipinos to rebel 
against our 
government. Agulnaldo 


was only a clerk In tlio navy yard at 
Manila before he took the Held ngalnnt 
the Spanish. The men who actually 
have the most Influence among the 
Filipinos are a number of lawyers, un- 
questionably able men. 


''I have .1 very line cane made of na- 


tive wood and trimmed with gold, that 
was presented to me by Aguinaldo. 
We became quite friendly before the 
Filipinos been mo our enemies. So fai- 
ns that jroes wo m-c friends yet," and 
Dewey yn\o a quizzical smile. The 
photograph of Gen. Luna, a typical Fil- 
ipino with n decided strain of negro in 
appearance, bore on its back an inscrip- 
tion written by the Archbishop of Ma- 
nila, Tternadino Nesnleda. 


"The Archbishop." said Dewey with 


another of those quiet smiles, "is the 
gentleman who declared that the Span- 
ish fleet would wipe the scum of the 
earth off the face of the sen, when tbe 
Spaniards heard that we were on our 
way to Manila. Well, tbe Archbishop 
became a soort friend of mine in good 
time, and we passed many n pleasant 
hour together on the Olympia. I re- 
member very distinctly one day. when 
he turned to me on the quarter deck 
and pointing to the crew mustered for- 
ward, said, 'Admiral, you must be a 
proud man to know that you l«ue com- 
mand of such a UUP body of men and 
to know that they respect and love 
you." 
''I answered that our ship was only 


one of many on which the same re- 
lations existed and where the crews 
were made up of just the same fine 
chaps. The archbishop was quiet for 
a moment and then said vitb every 
show of feeling. 'Admiral, they are not 
the scum of the earth. Those men are 
the pick of the earth. I have seen,the 
ships and crews of every nation, but 
I have never seen what is shown to 
me on this American warship.' I call- 
ed to one of the men and asked him, 
'How much do yon get a month?' 
'Eighty dollars,' he said, with a salute.' 
Dewey smiled again in his quiet way. 
"That's more than a whole ship's crew 
sets? on board a Spanish man-of-wnr. 
Why shouldn't we have t he pick of the 
earth, didn't those men show it in the 
way they fought at 
Manila, and 


haven't they shown It ever since?"

"The last thing that I told Otis when 


I left Manila was this: 'You're trying 
to do too much.' He's 
down there

home he'd die there in a year. And I 
belie\e it, too. Gen. Otis is an un- 
usually painstaking man, and he's not 
only Governor-General and directing 
the movements of the army In the field.

Is It true 
that Schley has been assigned to the 
South Atlantic squadron?" When, he 
was answered affirmatively 
he in- 


quired, "What ship will he have? The 
Chicago, probably? Yes, that's Howl- 
BOU'S ship. When Howlson stopped In 
at Aden on his present cruise, they 
thought there that the Chicago was the 
Olympia, and gate him the Admiral's 
saiuto of seventeen guns. I'd like to 
see Howlson. He was two classes 
aimed of me «t the Academy. Now I 
think I have said enough. I've got a 
long letter to write ami I don't like to 
put anything off. I'm glad to see any 
neM'spaper men. They had a splendid 
lot of men at Manila, and no matter 
what I told them, they never misquot- 
ed or betrayed auy confidence.

Dewey turned to an 8-inch gun 
and patted the breech affectionately.

"Now. that's the best news I have

Now 
plnse don't ask mo another question 
for I can't answer any more. Take a 
good look about the ship and enjoy 
yourselves. Fine boat. Isn't she? She 
never failed us and is as handsome a 
man-of-war as T hove ever soon. She's 
in splendid condition. Sho will have 
to co in dry dock to haw the hull 
cleaned, but she behaved splendidly on 
the way homo. The Knglish ports of 
course ei\\o us the best receptions, but 
you know that I lefusod every Invita- 
tion that I possibly could, for I don't 
care much for that kind of thing. I'm 
in for it now though, I'm afraid."

British Authorities Sending Troops 


to Disarm Them. 


Pletermarltzburg, Sept. 27.—A con 


slderable body of Natal Boers, annexl 
with Mauser rifles supplied from Pre- 
toria, are on the frontier ready to fight 
British authorities are sending troops 
to disarm the Boers or drive them over 
the frontier. 


Creates a Bad Impression. 


London, Sept. 27.—A despatch to the 


Times from Johannesburg says that the 
delay in tho statement of negotiations 
is creating the worst impression among 
the burghers. They boast that while 
Groat Britain depreciates delay in be- 
half of tho Boers, she intentionally and 
unnecessarily prolongs the controversy 
because she is afraid to follow her 
game of bluff with the argument of 
force. 
According to the Timer's de- 


spatch, everywhere reports are re- 
ceived of tho eagerness of the Boors to 
start hostilities. The postponement is 
said to be almost wholly due to Gen. 
Joubort's restraining influence. 
It is 


rumored circumstantially that Gen. 
Joubert lias received Imperative orders 
from the burghers that unless ho is 
prepared to take tho initiative within 
a brief period he must relinquish com- 
mand oi the army. 


Disturbance in India Followed by 


Landslides—Europeans Said to be 
Among; the Victims — Ilnllroads 
Damaged — Two Hundred Lives 
Lost at Phool. 
Ci'lcutta, Sept. 27.—A succession of 


earthquake ehocks at Darjeellug, one 
of the principal hill stations, situated 
about twenty-four hours by rail from 
this city, has caused great loss of life, 
and immense damage to property. Nine 
European chlhhen arc leported to have 
been killed." It Is known that many of 
the Kuropcan children have been sent 
to the bills for the hot season, and the 
loss of life among them may be still 
greater than now reported.

Have a Skunk Farm in Florida. 
Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 27.—A very 


unique enterprise has just been estab- 
lished down on the east coast of 
Florida by a New York syndicate. It 
is a skunk farm and contains 00 acres 
on a little peninsula between the St. 
John's River and tho Atlantic Ocean. 
Tho location is between Ormond and 
Miami. The farm will be stocked at 
once with several hundred skunks 
brought down from New Jersey. 


Bees Stung Him to Death.

He made his 
way to the house, where he fell on the 
tloor. Several hours later he died.

This metal is 
worth $185 per pound.

The party 
was met by Bear Admiral Philip, (Jap- 
tain Wildes and Lieutenant Kelly. 
Officers of the different departments of 
the navy yard were present, as was also 
Colonel Huntington with the marine 
guard of 150 men. Quite a large num- 
ber of visitors obtained admission to 
the yard and all wished to greet the 
admiral, who seemed greatly pleased at 
his reception. He was introduced to 
all the officers, among whom he rec- 
ognised several old friends. Hear Ad- 
miral Erben was among those whom 
Admiral Dewey greeted 
with, greal 


warmth. The party was conducted by 
Admiral Philip and his aides to the 
commandant's residence on the hill 
whore Mrs. Philip was presented to the 
great admiral. 
While there prepara- 


tions were made to fire a salute in honor 
of the distinguished visitor on his de- 
jmrtnre from the yard, but Admiral 
Dewey requested that the salute be dis- 
pensed with, as it was an unnecessary 
expenditure. 
In all about twenty min- 


utes were consumed before the visitors 
returned to the Undine, and on their 
way called at the Lyceum building, in 
which the commandant's office is sit- 
uated. Admiral Dewey said he was 
very much pleased with his reception 
and would like to shako the hand of 
every person on the yard, bat was un- 
able to do so. When Admiral Philip 
returned to his office he had a lengthy 
conversation with Admiral Sampson 
and Lieutenant Commanders Fremont 
aud Winslow.

MEXICAN MONEY EVOLUTION 


!• Kmtlf Day* ThluB« Wtra Tr«««d for

Before Mexico waa Invaded by the 


Sjnnlards. coins were unknown In this 
country, tap natives unlng in the place 
of money the smallest cacao beans, 
reserving those of larger size and bet* 
ter quality for the manufacture of 
liquor, to which they were much ad- 
dicted. 


About fourteen yenrs after the con- 


quest—that is to say, about the year 
15.M5, Castillan coin commenced to 
make Us appearance in Mexico. As it 
arrived, however, only In very small 
quantities, it proved itself insufficient 
for the needs of trade, even though the 
latter was still of very insignificant 
proportions. It was then that the ruling 
viceroy, under authority of a royal de- 
cree, ordered the manufacture in the 
City of Mexico of small pieces of sil- 
ver of certain weight. These pieces 
were uot stamped with any coinage 
whatsoever, and their value was de- 
termined entirely by their weight and 
size. From this was derived tbe name 
"peso," which has outlived the lirst 
attempt at making money in Mexico 
up to the present. These pieces of 
silver remained in circulation a number 
of years, and pieces of gold and of 
copper were also added in time. Soon, 
however, it was found that Ibis sort 
of circulating medium made fraud and 
abuse extremely easy, and tbe Spanish 
Government, taking cognizance of thi« 
fact, established by rojal decree three 
mints, granting them a perpetual ex- 
istence 
for 
America. These 
mints 


were located in San Luis, Santa Fe 
and tbe City of Mexico. 


The same decree also provided that 


in San Domingo, on the Spanish island 
known to-day as Puerto liico, only 
copper money should be made, acord- 
ing to the regulations governing the 
mint of Castile in the year 1(>S9. The 
coinage of Mexico ivas actually begun 
during the reign of Viceroy Antonio 
de Mcndoza, who established a mint 
in a building belonging to the Marquis 
del Yalle. Here it reinained only a 
short time, being transferred first to 
the council building, and later to the 
Vicerojal 1'alnce. During all this time 
the 
coinage was 
ol 
considerable 


amount, and the facilities of the estab- 
lishment were not sufficient to meet 
the demands made upon it for coins, 
for which reason frequent demands 
for minting apparatus arc found in 1lu; 
ancient recouls. In the year 1778 the 
mint was established in the Aparttulo 
Building, and lias continued since then 
in the street of that name. From the 
declaration of independence until the 
jear 1M7 the mint was rented out to 
private parties, who supplied with com 
all the State's of tin- He-public that had 
no aunts ot their own.

common occurrence. A certain class o( 
sharpers make a living victimizing 
pawnbrokers, and they regard them as 
tolerably 
easy prey. Colored stones 


are often used for that purpose, and 1 
have known dozens of large loans to 
be made on fake rubies and emeralds. 
The bogus stones are usually mixed 
with good ones in the setting, and are 
hard to dete< t. A few years ago an 
ingenious chap discovered that by dip- 
ping an off-colored diamond in a weak 
solution of aniline ink he could render 
it temporarily blue-white and extraor- 
dinarily brilliant. He saw a fine field 
for operation in the pawn shops, and 
these 'painted diamonds,' as thej are 
called, were worked off all over the 
country, before the trick was exposed. 
A big 
yellow stone worth, say $75, 


would look like a $500 gem, and it waa 
no trouble at all to borrow from $250 
to $300 on such security. The ink coat 
only ftve cents a bottle, so you see the 
profits were large. Another common 
swindle is a filled watch case, reinforc- 
ed at points where it would be apt to be 
tested, 
and pawned for solid 
gold. 


When these watches were first made 
there were few pawnbrokers that didn't 
get one or two. The works of a watch 
may also be 'faked,' as the saying goes. 
For years a firm in Switzerland made 
cheap works in Imitation of famous 
and expensive varieties and forged the 
name on the dial and inside plate. It 
was only a surface imitation, but it was 
good enough to pass muster at many a 
chop. Lots of meet iiave been forced 
out of business simply because they 
were loaded up with worthless pledges. 
They were no blockheads either, but 
the crooks were too clever for them."

Thus Londonderry became the resi- 
dence of a large number of Scotch 
yeomanry, 


In those old times of slow ships and 


many perils of the sea, it was a far 
cry from Londonderry in Ireland to 
Londonderry in the granite State; still 
Scotland and the Emerald Isle had al- 
ready sent sturdy pioneers to the new 
world on the Merrimac. 


Tradition, often, the truer part of his- 


tory, has failed to save from oblivion 
the name of the ship which sailed from 
Londonderry for Boston in July, 1720, 
but she is said to have been in many re- 
spects vastly superior to others of her 
class in those times.

liquid Air. 


The question "What is Liquid Air?" 


has been fieqnently asked, but, we be- 
lieve, rarely, if ever, answered in a 
way intelligible to any but the scien- 
tist. It is simply the atmosphere we 
breathe, compressed in a series of cyl- 
inders, eacli successive cylinder press- 
ing the air into a smaller and smaller 
space, the air after each pressure pass 
ing through cooling tanks, until finally, 
when squeezed into about one eight- 
hundredth of its original compass, and 
cooled to 312 degrees below zero, it 
changes from a gaseous state to a 
liquid. That it is possible to achieve 
such a result with air is a difficult idea 
to grasp, but it is a scientific fact. 
When this liquid is again exposed TO 
the heat of the ordinary air it expands 
to its original volume witn such rapid- 
ity as to exert a force or pressure of 
over 12.000 pounds to the square inch 
giving a tremendous impetus to what 
ever it encounters, and this pressure is 
vastly increased by superheating.
